The union 
weavers were present and discouraged any at- 
tempt to present resolutions of any kind, ac- 
cusing those desirous of.accoptiiig any terms 
which tho mill managers might propose_, so 
long as they could get work and relieve 
the suffering ami hungry ones, of showing 
tho white feather; and, although a few 
speeches were made in favor of resuming 
work, the meeting broko up without any 
action. If the great mass of weavers could 
be got together, there is no doubt but tho 
prevailing sentiment would be in favor of 
resuming work unconditional ty.
